You come off the line after shooting a 
rather good group. The range officer 
clears the line and calls the target crew 
to change targets. Shortly thereafter the 
P.A. calls the referees to the target 
shack. There is a mild panic throughout 
the group that just came off the line. A 
quick check of the rounds fired is 
made. The mind tries to recall how 
many sighters were fired. Did someone 
have only four shots? A cross fire? You 
count empty shells and find eight. You 
fired three sighters and the five for 
record. But there remains a pang of un- 
certainty in your mind. As you note the 
ref’s closing on the target shack, you 
wonder if you had goofed, and hope 
you don’t hear any more about it. 

You serve as a referee for a very 
short time before you are called to 
check a backer. The folks doing the 
scoring can only find four shots on the 
backer. This was first noted by the 
target crew during the backer change 
and they point that backer out to the 
score crew. The backer is examined 
and that fifth shot seems to be missing.

A REFEREE LOOKS 
AT THE BACKER 


The referees now have the respon- 
sibility to determine the true status of 
that backer. This is quite common. 

The moving backer, or prover dover 
as our Australian bench shooting 
friends call it, is a mighty important 
aspect of our sport, a continuous pain 
to the target crew and, on the surface, 
it might look like an item that can 
disqualify someone unjustly. Such is 
not the case. To assure yourself of that, 
serve as a referee a few times. You’ll 
find that the three ref’s will all agree in 
short order as to the number of shots in 
that backer. 

We here in the U.S. have limited 
backer problems, each bench club 
developing good backer systems. Let- 
ters from Ann Brummell, Punchbowl, 
NSW, Australia, indicate that they have 
some problems in Australia with 
backers and keeping them going. Ann, 
by the way, along with husband Tom, 
forms a well Known benchrester team of 
top performers. Ann has taken a num- 
ber of National Title matches and set a 
number of records.

The late Harry Madden indicated that 
backer operation was of great concern 


to him. Because of limited range 
facilities for bench competition this has 
been a problem to the Australians. 

| have served as referee on ranges 
throughout the mid-west and in the 
east, and can’t think of a range that has 
a backer system that offers the referee 
or competitor any problem although 
any number of backer systems are in 
use. This is an indication of a lot of 
hard work and thought by each club 
during the construction and develop- 
ment of the range. The backer system 
can make or break a shooter; must 
function perfectly in all kinds of 
weather, and offer the ability to get 
backers changed quickly. Even then, 
the best of them can fall due to wind 
and rain. World record groups can be 
lost if the backer fails. 

It does happen. Fortunately not often. 
At a night match at Tulsa back in the 
early ’60’s, with little or no wind and no 
rain, but with very high humidity, the 
backer paper came apart during the 
last relay at 200 yards. It cost Larry 
Engelbrecht a Heavy Varmint aggregate 
record. That one missing backer was a 
heart breaker, not only for Larry, but for 
the club. It was just a matter of the air 
being so damp that the paper pulled 
apart. 

Over the years, | have found that a 
good pocket magnifier is a handy item 
to have as a referee. | finally settled for 
the type used for line count by printers. 
The basic procedure goes like this. The 
target and backer are examined by the 
ref's; very often making it possible to 
determine, at that point, that there is or 
isn’t the right number of shots. The 
backer is then glassed with the 
magnifier and after each referee has a 
good look they determine the backer 
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status. A double hole shows up nicely 
under this procedure, and there isn’t 
much chance of a competitor getting a 
bad call. Keep in mind that the attitude 
of every referee | have served with has 
always been: ‘‘The shooter gets the 
benefit of any doubt.’’ Doubles do hap- 
pen and are most common when 
shooting conditions are such that a 
string of shots are fired very rapidly. 
The slightest displacement right or left 
in the group when firing rapidly can 
produce doubles in the backer. When 
called upon to be a ref’ at Council Cup 
when conditions have shooters 
shooting rapidly as the conditions they 
like comes along, | know that we are 
going to have doubles. But there isn’t 
very much chance that the shooter will 
be disqualified because of the charac- 
teristics of the holes in the target and 
backer. 

The rule book requires that an ad- 
ditional stationary backer is required in 
addition to the moving backer at all 
Championship Tournaments. The 
stationary backer at 100 yards is placed 
exactly 36 inches behind the record 
target and 72 inches behind the target 
at 200 yards. Since the distance be- 
tween benches is known, and the 
distance between the stationary backer 
and target are known, it’s a simple mat- 
ter to make a scale that can be used to 
measure a cross fire and determine 
exactly which bench the cross fire 
came from. The hole will lay exactly on 
one of the indices and there is no 
question as to what bench the shot 
came from. This takes a very heavy load 
off the referees. Although a require- 
ment for Championships, it may be 
used at any range in any match if a club 
wants to use it. As a competitor, or 
referee, | like to see it used. It 
eliminates the requirement of in- 
terpretation on the part of referees. As 
far as cross fires are concerned. 

All too often a competitor is 
disqualified; not because of the system 
and rule book, but because he didn’t 
follow the procedures and rules of the 
current rule book. As | have often said 
before in these pages, time spent 
reading the rule book is time well 
spent. If you know what to do in the 
event of a crossfire or your first shot at 
the sighter going into the record target, 
to name only two mishaps that can hap- 
pen to any competitor, you can prevent 
being disqualified. The content of the 
rule book concerning these matters is 
the responsibility of the individual, not 
the range officer nor the referees. 
Knowing what the book says can 
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alleviate that moment of panic when a 
goof is rendered, and a ‘‘disq” on the 
match record sheet. 

Might | point out that the rule book 
indicates that the competitor is respon- 
sible for submitting all possible record 
targets and moving backers for those 
targets. If you have a record going, 
keep track of those targets and get 
those backers from the scoring shack 
after the match. In most cases if you 
have a record going, the scoring crew 
will set them aside because they notice 
such things. It’s your final respon- 


sibility, however. 

The prover dover (backer) is a mighty 
important item in all registered mat- 
ches. It can save someone from 
disqualification, validate records and 
helps the referees in a professional and 
fair judgement. The addition of the 
stationary backer eliminates any 
judgement on the referees part. It in- 
dicates valid information. Backers take 
a lot of time and money for the clubs to 
develop and build, plus maintain. In my 
book, they are a valid requirement!

CASE FORMING WITHOUT BULLETS 


Over the past few years, | have 
bought a couple of 722 Remingtons 
which were made into 22-30 
Remingtons or 22 Bellows as it is called 
around here. Orin Bellows, a gunsmith 
in our town, made several of these 
chambered to use 30 Remington cases. 

| would appreciate it if you would 
have any knowledge as to how | could 
fire form these cases without loading 
with a bullet. It seems to me that Mr. 
Bellows used corn meal and small 
amounts of some type of powder with 
wax in the end of the cases to hold 
pressure. Since | was quite young at 
the time, | can’t remember. Maybe 
through your years of experience you 
could help me out.

FINE POINTS 


| have been getting involved in 
benchrest shooting, and need to get my 
priorities straight. | have been an I.B.S. 
member for the past two years and have 
taken great interest in your technical 
articles printed in the Precision 
Shooting magazine. 

| am shooting a Heavy Varmint Hart 
rifle, Rem. 222, with his No. 1A action 
and SS barrel. | am using Rem. brass 
weighed out and neck turned to .0150. | 
am using a precision Starrett indicator 
in conjunction with a magnetic base 
and a mandrel turned to .223 to 
measure this. | am using a Hart seating 
die, but neck resizing about 1/3 of the 
neck with an RCBS die, 7/8 X 14 
threads. | would like to purchase 
precision V-blocks and measure the 
neck run-out relative to the cartridge 
case body. Do you feel this is worth- 
while? 

| realize the bullet is the most im- 
portant part of the round, and | measure 
them for length, and sort them. Do you 
feel bullet spinning is worthwhile? | 
realize that wall thickness also plays a 
part, but that is out of my control. | use 
Sierra 52 gr. benchrest bullets. 

Since | am using a Hart seating die is 
it necessary to check bullet run-out 
relative to the case body or can | 
assume they are concentric? The 
bullets are seated so they do not quite 
touch the lands. Groups seem to be 


running around .250 when | do my part. 
Any help will be greatly appreciated.

Runout of more than .002 T.I.R. is im- 
portant if you are shooting a load which 
requires seating the bullet away from 
the lands. 

The bullet seater is not as important, 
in my judgement, as the sizing die. If 
the neck of the case is sized off center 
the bullet die will not correct the 
situation. Excessive sizing of either the 
length or the diameter will cause run 
out. If you have good eyes you can see 
.002 T.I.R. on the bullet when the 
loaded round is rolled on a good flat 
surface. 

If the bullets are seated out to touch 
the lands more run out is permissable, 
but exactly how much has not been pin 
pointed. 

Your groups of .250” indicate that 
there is not too much wrong.

OFF CENTER PRIMERS 


There was an article in the last 
Precision Shooting which discussed off 
center primer strikers. There was men- 
tioned an army officer who discovered 
that off center strikes were the most ac- 
curate on the target. 

He had a good theory on why this 
should be. Here is another. An off cen- 
ter strike on the primer would induce 
sliding friction under pressure, creating 
more heat for longer. 

It was a good article in-as-much as it 
should have induced many letters and 
experiments among people well 
qualified for both. 

Hope this letter will help this along.

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| am sure that Mr. Kreuzfeuer did not 
mean to infer that all shooting with off 
center firing pin blows would be more 
accurate than shooting with centered 
blows. 

Ignition of the powder by the primer 
and the mechanics of indenting the 
primer with the firing pin is very com- 
plex. The fact that the Army Officers 
report was on 30-06 accuracy is 
significant. The 30-06 has always been 
difficult to ignite properly, probably due 
to the length diameter ratio of the case. 
As we all know the .308 Win (7.62 
NATO) is considered more accurate, 
in almost every accuracy test con- 
ducted, than the 30-06. My opinion is 
that a major portion of the difference is 
in the ignition. 

The thickness of the bridge of primer 
material between the anvil and the cup 
of the primer is extremely important and 
it could be that the Army Officers find- 
ings were influenced by the primer in 
use at that time not having adequate 
height of priming compound between 
anvil and cup.

Benchrest Shooting Primer 


Should one be inquisitive about 
the sport of Bench Shooting, but 
doesn’t know how to start, he should 
read these instructions: 

The act of Bench Shooting con- 
sists of sitting at a bench with a rifle 
resting on sand bags. Ths object of 
this position is to eliminate, as much 
as possible, the errors encounted in 
the process of holding and firing a 
rifle. Bench Shooting is a_ sport, 
competitive or individual. The per- 
sonal satisfaction gained in the 
ability to place one bullet on top of 
another, thus making a one hole 
group at 100 Yards and often at 200 
Yards, has captivated an enthus- 
iastic interest of many shooters for 
this kind of sport. It is particularly 
suited to both men and women who 
are not interested in indulging in the 
more vigorous or active sports. 
Therefore many Bench Shooters are 
of the older set. This does not mean, 
however, that it does not present a 
challange to the younger shooter; it 
will engage and tax his capabilities 
as well. 


The current popularity of this kind 
of shooting was generated in the 
years 1949 and 1950. At that time a 
competitive program was introduced 
and has since been expanded. 

Once an individual has selected 
the most appealing Bench Class, it 
is very important that he attends 
some of the Matches. Here he will 
learn much by asking questions, ob- 
serving the equipment and methods 
used for loading and shooting. Any 
Bench Shooter is more than anxious 
to help a newcomer. 

The equipment needed to par- 
ticipate is available for the most 
part, from PRECISION SHOOTING 
advertisers. It includes rifles, 
telescopes, rests, and sand bags, 
loading tools, bullets, cleaning 
materials, powder, primers, etc.

As any big gun benchrest competitor 
will attest, the building of a match win- 
ning rifle involves no small amount of 
time, patience and cash. These 
requisites — coupled with equipment 
complexity — has had, I’m sure, 
measurable effect on big gun 
popularity. In spite of this, owners 
patiently eulogize the big gun as the 
epitome of what goes/belongs on ben- 
ches. 

This past summer when | seriously 
began to entertain the idea of building 
a bench gun my first efforts involved 
talking to shooters at matches and 
keeping a mental score card with 
notations on equipment. Needless to 
say, | ended up more puzzled than the 
last time my kids gave me their cereal 
list. One can first weigh the pros and 
cons of rail versus conventional design,

then V-blocks versus sleeves and/or ac- 
tions, then on into types of rests, etc., 
etc. 

Invariably, the puzzled novice will 
notice that many competitors shoot a 
.222, or variation thereof at 100 yards, 
and change to .308 for 200 yards. Our 
shooter can correctly reason this 
correlates with the difficulty in selling 
the home budgetmaker on not building 
one rifle, but two rifles. Then the 
shooter will either plunge in, or scrap 
the idea — or perhaps keep everything 
on the back burner for a wealthier day. 

Many varmint shooters have 
narrowed costs by building 10 1/2 
pound, highly competitive, combination 
rifles — rifles with interchanging 


barrels. By following this pattern in a 
big gun the expenses come very close 
to varmint rifle costs.

When the fiberglass stock makers, 
Chet Brown and Lee Six of Brown 
Precision, San Jose, California, recent- 
ly unveiled their newest stock, a glass 
monster of permanent strength and 
stability — | opted for the combination 
route in a big gun. 

First of all, to the budget conscious, 
home-shop shooter who has to couple 
a minimum of expertise and equipment 
into the makings of a competitive big 
gun, adaptable to either bags or 
mechanical rests, this stock is the an- 
swer. 

When | received the stock some of 
the handy features | noticed first in- 
cluded the molded recesses in the bot- 
tom of the fore-end for two round 3/8” x 
6’’ guides; a 7/8” x 6” recess for either 
a “‘V” way or a round bar in the rear, 
and a barrel channel that will accept 
barrels to 1.500’, with clearance. 
Presently, the action area is molded 
only for Shilen’s huge square sleeve, 
but the easy workability of fiberglass 
permits the home enthusiast to put in 
whatever sleeve, action and/or blocks 
he desires. 

The stock’s long fore-end prevents 
any ‘‘balancing” effect on the front 
pedestal despite large barrel sizes and 
overhang. As in all of Brown’s stocks, 
weight and strength can be specified 
when ordering. However, if the shooter 
decides he wants more weight, for 
example, in the back, after receiving 
the stock, a lead ingot of desired

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weight and size can be epoxied into the 
butt area, another versatile asset. 

Having had success with glue-in 
combinations using Brown’s varmint- 
style stock, | decided to epoxy a Shilen- 
sleeved action into this stock — the ac- 
tion being the home port for the two 
barrels, a .224 and a .308, with a bolt for 
each. 

As in all glue-ins, trigger pin holes 
are required to facilitate the removal of 
a troublesome trigger, because action 
and stock separation — while possible 
in Brown’s stocks — is not a ‘‘between 
relays” activity. At this point, a glance 
at the stock’s integral trigger guard 
focuses your attention to the fact that 
“sudden’’ trigger removal would be dif- 
ficult, at best — regardless of how neat 
your trigger pin holes are. 

Irony aside, the easy way, while 
maintaining the stock’s appearance is 
to simply make the trigger guard 
removable. 

Here’s my “‘how | did it’’ narration. | 
began by marking my cut lines around 
the guard, then drilling two 1/4” holes 
into the rear of the trigger guard. The 
two holes were 1/2” in from the edge of 
the guard on both sides and drilled to a 
depth that exceeded the horizontal cut 
line by 3/4 of an inch. These holes run 
parallel with the pistol grip and forward 
of the rear cut line. Next, a 3/16” hole 
was drilled into the front of the trigger 
guard. This hole was drilled somewhat 
parallel with the front taper of the 
trigger guard which runs into the 
stock’s underside, and again, drilling 
was below the cut-off line. This was 
done to aid the later installation of two 
1/4” guide pins, a retaining screw and 
an anchor nut for re-installing the 
trigger guard. 


After the trigger guard has been cut away, 
and the guide pins and anchor nut epoxied 
in place, re-installation of the trigger guard 
will look like this. Note the excess epoxy left 
to harden. 


To remove the guard, two straight 
cuts (as pictured) were necessary. 
Then, with the trigger guard removed, 
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the 3/16’ hole in the cut off guard is 
carefully countersunk to accept a 3/16” 
flat head machine screw. Following 
this, the 3/16’ hole in the stock was 
opened with a Dremel-tool to accept a 
3/16” anchor nut. (If you don’t have an 
anchor nut, a small piece of shaped 
1/8” flat stock drilled and tapped to ac- 
cept the screw works equally as well.) 
The ears of the anchor nut work to give 
the epoxy more area for contact and 
prevent pulling the nut out of the epoxy 
when tightening the guard back in 
place. 

The stock was then turned over, 
leveled and clamped up in a drill vise. 
With the trigger opening marked, a 
Sstraight-face routing bit was chucked 
up in the drill press and the trigger 
opening rapidly milled to size. If you 
have a shop vacuum, by the way, this 
has to be the best time to have it run- 
ning. The next move was to cut off two 
pieces of 1/4’ round stock, each 
measuring 1 1/2” long, coating one-half 
of their length with mold release and 
epoxying the uncoated ends into the 
two 1/4’ holes of the stock proper. 
Moving to the front of the trigger guard 
area, the anchor nut was _ lightly 
plugged with paper to keep epoxy out 
of the threads and set into epoxy, too. 


Prior to setting the guard back in place, 
the mating side of the trigger guard 
was covered with scotch tape (this 
prevents gluing it all back together) 
and an opening made in the tape for 
the guide pins and the retaining screw. 

After the guard was set in position, 
the flat head screw was coated with 
release agent and then threaded into 
the anchor nut. The alignment was 
checked and the excess epoxy wiped 
away. Having arrived at this point with 
no problems, | figured it was time to 
secure and add more grounds to the 
coffee pot. 


With the excess epoxy filed and sanded 
away the trigger guard’s original profile is 
once again restored.

Back at the scene again, | sanded the 
excess hardened epoxy until the 
original trigger guard profile was 


restored, then backed the retaining 
screw out. Two taps on the side of the 
trigger guard with a soft mallet was 
enough to loosen the guard, and | was 
able to lift it off. This left only the tape 
to peel away before | went on with the 
remainder of the stock finishing. 


Removal means simply loosening the 
flathead machine screw in the front of the 
guard. Now visible are the two guide pins 
and the anchor nut. 


The huge Shilen-sleeved action 
required a minimum of time to bed 
since the stock comes pre-molded for 
the sleeve. Initial contact of the square 
sleeve’s sides inked somewhat uneven 
and the high spots were scrapped 
away; barrel alignment down the 
stock’s barrel groove showed good 
centering, and | went ahead and 


marked the bolt handle opening along 
with the trigger pin holes. 

To insure a good fit around the port 
and bolt handle slot, the action must 
be set in place several times and 
minute amounts of fiberglass filed and 
sanded away. Here’s where the stock’s 
fiberglass construction is appreciated. 
If by a stroke of over-enthusiasm you 
should cut an opening too large, all is 
not lost — merely mix and dab some 
Bondo, or similar auto body filler, over 
the mistake and in a few minutes you 
can have another stab at doing things 
right. | might also mention that to save 
some wear and tear | removed the 


barrel leaving only the action to lift 
back and forth. 

Some may use more patience in 
locating and drilling trigger pin holes, 
but | go through the guess ‘ta-mated

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marks with a 3/32” drill, then, if I’m off 
any, | enlarge the hole as necessary 
with a larger drill. The enlarged holes 
are filled with the fast-setting Bondo 
and close-fitting nails pushed into the 
trigger pin holes. When the Bondo is 
hard to the thumb nail, a pair of pliers is 
used to remove the nails. The Bondo 
does not adhere to the action like 
epoxy and any that is in the trigger pin 
holes comes out easily. 


After nail removal the holes are drilled out to 
5/32’ and the sides are cleaned up. 


A file and sandpaper is used to 
remove the excess Bondo, being 
careful not to cut below the profile of 
the stock. Next, the holes are enlarged 
with a 5/32” drill followed by a slight 
twist of a counter-sink, which adds the 
finishing touch. 

At this point the action was made 
ready to bed. A layer of Scotch tape is 
run down both sides of the sleeve and 
the trigger slot in the bottom is covered 
as well as the screw holes. Mold 
release is sprayed on the bottom of the 
sleeve as well as the taped sides, the 
front, and the back of the action 
(Shilen’s sleeve uses the back of the 
sleeve as the recoil lug). 

Since a release agent is used in the 
stock’s mold, the bedding area in the 
stock is well sanded and wiped clean 
with alcohol prior to ‘‘painting” in a 
layer of epoxy. With the epoxy in, the 
barreled action is set in place and 
surgical tubing is criss-crossed around 
the stock and sleeve for a constant, 
even force. If alignment is on the bot- 
tom, the hand tightened barrel is 
removed leaving an unweighted sleeve

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and stock to set up practically stress 
free. 


After the barreled action is set into the 
epoxy several turns of surgical tubing are 
made around the sleeve and stock to 
provide an even force. Alignment was 
checked and the barrel removed prior to the 
hardening of the epoxy. 


After the overnight cure, the barrel is 
slipped back into the sleeve and 
snugged up hand tight into the action. 
Then, by clamping the end of the barrel 
in a wiggle-free position the stock is 
pulled away from the barreled action, 
leaving a glossy, close-fitting mold of 
the sleeve. 

For cleanup, alcohol works well to 
safely clean the remaining release 
agent from the metal work and to clean 
away any release agent left in the 
stock. After the cleanup was com- 
pleted, and the trigger pin holes 
checked for displaced epoxy, | installed 
the trigger in the action and made 
ready for the ‘‘glue-in’’. 

At this point, | held off on the ‘‘glue- 
in’’ until | had masked off the action 
area and primed the stock. While 
“priming” the stock entails a bit more 
than simply spraying on your favorite 
discount store’s hot-rod primer. | would 
like to add that Brown Precision offers 
a priming kit designed specifically for 


fiberglass. In terms of time and 
satisfaction, the kit should be con- 
sidered a necessity. 

For the purposes of brevity, the glue- 
in was completed after the exterior of 
the stock was pin-hole free, primed and 
ready for painting. 

The action area of the stock is once 
again sanded with 320 paper, just 
enough to break the glass-like surface, 
wiped clean and then the bottom, sides 
and recoil lug area conservatively 
“painted” with epoxy — being very 
sure that the epoxy is kept away from 
the trigger. 

Finally, the unbarreled action and 
trigger are carefully set back into the 
molded stock cavity and a few light 
turns of the surgical tubing taken 
around stock and sleeve. As a final 
safety precaution, | took a Q-tip and 
went around the trigger (guard 
removed) and removed all potential 
drops of excess epoxy; any epoxy for- 
ced out along the sides of the sleeve 
should be cleaned away at this time, 
too. 

The epoxy | use, by the way, has a 
mixing ratio of 4 parts resin to 1 part 
hardener and is the same as used in the 
construction of the stock. 

If epoxy obtainability is a problem in 
your area, bedding ‘‘kits’’ are available 
from Brown Precision. Simply let them 
know what you’re attempting to do and

they will box up what’s needed and 
probably pass along some _ helpful 
suggestions. 

When you’ve completed the last step 
— save for later glueing in the V-way 
and guide bars, which take only a few 
moments — you should have everything 
to your satisfaction; that is to say, you 
have gone and done it — all with no 
whispered secrets and no magic words. 

It’s time now to stop, step back and 
admire your project, and to decide on a 
paint color. The painting itself can be 
done just as easily, that is, if you have 
taken some time in priming to free the 
stock surface of pinholes and chips. 

A good spray gun and quality paints 
will give results as pictured. Naturally, 
the ‘‘trick’’ painting and detailing that | 
put into this stock requires extra equip- 
ment and developed skills, but aside 
from this anyone can realize a finish 
which is akin to the professionals. 
Besides, if you’re like the average 
benchrest shooter, you like to do as 
much of the work as you can. 

The most satisfying part, of course, is 
looking in the scope after the tenth shot 
and seeing little or no change in one 
very tiny hole down range — you will 
then believe ‘glass and paint are “in 
for big guns, too!

News concerning the 
Oehler Skyscreen system.

The overwhelming majority of Sky- 
screen users have had nothing but 
praise for the performance of the little 
Skyscreen units. We certainly hope that 
you have been satisfied with the per- 
formance of your set. However, ap- 
proximately two percent of the users 
have reported problems we could not 
explain. In our efforts to find the ex- 
planation for these problems, we have 
just completed an extensive retesting 
program. 

We found that stray light reflections 
from the bullets are more significant 
than our original tests indicated. 
Blackening the bullets with smoke or a 
felt-tip pen is helpful, but not 100% ef- 
fective, and the problem extends to 


-bullets which are not obviously bright. 


The glints of reflected light are most 
serious on days with clear skies and 
when the sun is low in the sky. (You

can observe the reflections that cause 
the problems if you hold a bullet over 
your head and observe it against the 
sky from the viewpoint of a Skyscreen. 
As expected, the bullet will block off a 
significant amount of light from the sky, 
but with the sun at certain angles you 
can see a small glint of light on the 
ogive of the bullet.) 

These tiny glints of light can cause 
either a complete failure of the screen 
to detect the passage of a bullet, or can 
cause an error of approximately 1% in 
the velocity reading. The failure to 
trigger the chronograph is obvious, but 
the small errors usually go undetected. 
A glint from near the tip of the bullet 
can cause a small error in the velocity 
reading because the screen will trigger 
on the body of the bullet after the glint 
leaves the field of view. A glint farther 
back on the ogive can cause a com- 
plete failure to trigger because it 
remains in the field of view longer and 
effectively cancels the shadow of the 
bullet. 

Although we have not been able to 
verify it in the field, light reflected from 
the clear anodized aluminum top cover 
of the Skyscreens could potentially 
cause similar problems. We chose the 
bright covers to keep the units cooler, 
but now believe that the reflected light 
problem is potentially more serious 
than any temperature effects in the cir- 
cuit. In the future we will change to a 
black cover. 

You can avoid the glint problem with 
your present Skyscreens by providing a 
shade for the units. The sunshade must 
be placed so that the bullet is shaded 
from the direct light of the sun while 
passing over the light slot of each 
Skyscreen, and so that the screens can 
still see the bullet silhouetted against 
the sky. If the day is cloudy or hazy and 
there are not distinct shadows, you 
don’t have to provide any extra shade

and will actually have optimum con- 
ditions for using the Skyscreens. 

We have developed a modification for 
your existing Skyscreens to counteract 
the glint problem, and offer this circuit 
modification to you at no charge. This 
circuit change allows you to use your 
Skyscreens without the suggested 
shade and our tests have shown it to be 
very effective in reducing the glint 
problem. If you will return the circuit 
board assembles (including the output 
jack) from your Skyscreens to us, we 
will send you a pair of modified and 
tested circuit boards. Note: Skyscreen 
units shipped after October 1, 1975, in- 
clude this modification. 

Fewer than 5% of our Skyscreen 
customers have reported any problems 
whatsoever with their systems and we 
have made every effort to correct these 
problems. However, we suspect that 
there are others who may have had 
unexplained problems and din’t bother 
to complain, and still more users with 
the small errors that went unnoticed. 
We would appreciate your returning the 
circuit modules from your Skyscreens 
for exchange so that we can give you 
the best product we know how to build. 
There will be no charge and we will 
make every effort to mail the exchange 
parts back to you within a few days af- 
ter we receive your units. 

Why have so many Skyscreens 
worked so well for so long, and why 
didn’t we catch the glint problem in our 
initial development tests? The glints 
give problems only under certain con- 
ditions of sun angle, bullet shape, and 
clear skies. We missed that com- 
bination in our earlier tests and 
evidently very few of our customers 
have hit that same set of conditions. 

We hope that this letter describing a 
potential problem you may encounter 
with your Skyscreens does not cause 
you to lose confidence in your (and 


our) equipment. Our recent tests have 
confirmed to us again that the 
Skyscreens are excellent performers, 
but we feel a sincere obligation to 
provide the very best instruments 
available. We have found a way to 
make your Skyscreens even better.
